How President Barrios of Guatemala 
Treated Women Who Disagreed Woith 
Hiin. 

( orrespondence New York Times. 

When he came mito power one of his first 
acts wasto drive the priests out of Guate- 
mala. In bis ovinion they were drones ia the 
community aud made drones, so he would 
not pave them about. But the women, who 
there, as everywhere else, have most use for 
religion, made a great outcry about the ex- 
pulsion of their priests. There were a dozen 
women, recognized leaders of society in 
Guatemala, wealthy and prominent, who 
were especially loud in their lamentations and 
vituperations. They would have stirred up 
an insurrection against Barrios, if they could, 
on acceunt ef their priests. He stood their 
attacks until bis patience gave way. At first 
he simply shrugged his shoulders, then he 
knithis brows. Ftnally ie said, ** This thing 
must be stopped.’’ [le bad twelve sinagle- 
armed high gallows erected in a line onthe 
plaza. From the end of each arm _ he 

bad suspended a broad, shallow bask- 

ct, with a sbort rope fastened to the 
bottom like a handle.Then he had those twelve 
women brought to the basets, placed in 
ibem, and hoisted intothe air. AS you miy 
imagine, sucha spectacie in the piaza at- 
| tracted everybody. Au the city came fl rck- 
ing to see the ladies elevated into such unde- 
sirable prominence. And fancy, if vou ean, 
the wild, unbounded joy of the hundreds of 
street boys when free permission was given 
them toswipg those baskets by the short 
ropes aitached tothem,. The little ragamuf- 
tins yelled with delight, fought with each 
other to get at the ropes, and exerted them- 

selves With frenzvto see who could toss a 

basket highest. The women, standing in 

' the baskets and clutebing the ropes by whioh 

they were suspended, shouted wildly, with 

new accessions of tcrror each time fresh and 
vizgerous hards gave 4 livelier impu!se to their 
wicker chariots or sentthem fiving in new 
directions. The assembied multitude roared 
with daughter and encouraged the boys. 

When, atlengh, Presideat Barrios deemed 

that their punishment was sufficient, he gave 

a signa!, the swinging of the basket,was stop- 

ped, they were lowered and the exhausted, 

humiliated ladies were sent in carriages to 
their respective homes. The lesson had nev-

The German Census. 
From the London Times. 


Tte census of the German Empire will be 
made on the Ist of December this year. The 
last was in 1875, andthe ome before that ia 
IS71; previously, up to 1857, a census was 
taken every three years in the Zollverein.The 
method adopted is to leave amumber of cen- 
sus cards orforms for individuals in each 
house, each person who can write beiag ex- 
pected toftillone of these, and individuals 
who cannot write to have the forms hiled by 
relatives or others. ‘Tne form inquires as to 
sex, age, place of birth, religien, family state, 
relation to the State, and@dweiling-place if 
visiting. In case of wilitary or naval service 
some particulars as tothisds required. The 
census-cards are in each case to be collected 
in an envelope, along witha form on which 
the householder Is desired to state what land 
under cultivation he possesses and what live 
stock. The work of dealing withthe census 
material will be much mere centralized this 
time than formerly. The population of the 
countries Hew ropsiituting the German Em- 
Pirg was in 1816 24,851,590; in 1875 in had 
Prown to 42,727,360. —The number arrived at 
Ly the approaching census will probably (ac- 
cording to Herr van Scheel, in Unsere Zeit) 
be something like 45,300,000. The annual rate 
of increase of population during this century 
may be roundly estimated as 1 per cent,more 
exactly 0.0 per cent.

How a Fire Here Would Result in 
a Holocaust. 


——— 
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The Health Commissioner Alarmed at 
the Situation. 


The horrible holocaust of last Monday, 
wherein a number of unfortunate inmates of 
an insane asylum near St. Peter, in Min- 
nesota, were burned alive under the most 
heartrending circumstances, is still fresh in 
the minds of the people. A PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning called upon Health 
Commissioner Francis to make inquiries as 
to what provision, if any, has been made to 
cuard against such a terrible scene as that 
at St. Peter. iu the event of a fire at the St. 
Louis Insane Asylum, Poor-house, the Fe- 
male Hospital, ali leecated in the 
suburbs. The answers to the questions 
propounded were read@y and cheerfully 
given, and the Health Commissioner volua- 
icecied other information whichis certainly 
of a mest alarming nature. 

‘‘What provision has been made for the 
dejivery of inmates from the Insane Asylum, 
Poor-house and Female Hospital in the event

of tire at either of these inslilutions;’’ asked 
the reporter.’’ 

‘*At the Insane Asvium We have a most 
| perfect fire escape. Lt isan iron staircise 

enclosed in brick walls. It conuects with 

every flocr. The descent is gradual, 
and an absolutely infirm patient 
moved cut of the 
building with ease and in perfect safety. This 
escape was built upon the most approved 
style, ard Iam proud of it. Atthe Poor- 
bouse we have two iron staircases oa the out- 
side of the building. one upon eacada wing. 
RADICALLY WRONG. 

‘In winter there st3ps are covered with 
ice or snow; passage on them woukd be 
dangerous. I do not consider them 
well built. They would be very useful in 
sending men up to bring down patients. You 
know at the Poor-house that in the upper 
stories are cunfined the hopelessly insane, who 
are imbecile aud unab!e to manage themselves. 
I do not think it would be possible to bring 
them down in case of hurry or emergency. 

‘*attbe Female Ilospital the fire-escape is 
also an outside open iron stair. I consider 
it but fair and would like to see it improved. 
All the institutions are well supplied with 
hose and fire apparatus, such as chemical 
extinguishers. 

‘¢\tthe InsaneAsylum and the Female Hos- 
pital stand pipes run up on the outside of the 
building with nozzles atevery floor. These 
pipes are connected with the pumps 
at each institution. The great trouble is the 
wantof water. 

NO WATER. 

‘Should a fire occur just now at the Female 
Hospital things would bein avery bad way. 
The imstitution is practically out of water,and 
has been for a week, and the otber institu- 
tions are also sbort in theirsupply, but not 
in as bad shape sbape as at Dr. Schenck’s in- 
stitution. There is the Doctor sitting back 
there now he willtell you the same thing.’’
